Gare  du  Nord,  facing  the  Place  de  Roubaix. 
Post  and  Telegraph  Offices  are  situated  in  the 
front  on  the  right  hand  or  arrival  side. 

Hopital  Lariboisiere  is  situated  at  the  end  of  the 

Rue  de  St.  Vincent,  one  of  a  number  of  roads 
which  meet  at  the  west  end  of  the  Station 
front.  Turn  to  the  right  on  coming  out  of 
the  terminus. 

Maison  Municipale  de  Sante.  This  is  also  situated 
near  the  Gare  du  Nord  in  the  Faubourg  St. 
Denis.  Turn  to  the  left  on  leaving  the 
terminus. 

La  Sorbonne  is  situated  in  the  Place  de  la  Sor- 
bonne, a  turning  out  of  the  Boulevard  St. 
Michel.  It  is  in  the  Qua f tier  Latin  and  lies 
between  the  Palais  du  Luxembourg  and  the 
Jardin  des  Plantes.  It  is  distant  from  the 
Gare  du  Nord  rather  over  two  miles  and 
is  reached  from  the  terminus  by  way  of 
the  Rue  St.  Denis,  crossing  the  Seine  by 
the  Pont  St.  Michel  and  so  into  the  boule- 
vard of  that  name.    Close  by  is  the  Pantheon. 

Ecole  de  Medecine,  This  is  situated  close  to  the 
Sorbonne  in  the  Boulevard  St.  Germain.  To 
reach  it  from  the  Sorbonne,  turn  to  the  right 
along  the  Boulevard  St.  Michel  and  to  the  left 
into  the  Boulevard  St.  Germain. 
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Chantilly  is  situated  about  25  miles  from  Paris, 
and  is  reached  from  the  Gare  du  Nord, 

Automobile  Club,  Place  de  la  Concorde. 

Hertford  British  Hospital  (or  Hospice  Wallace),  in 

the  Rue  de  Villiers  at  Lev  allots- Perret  near 
Neuilly. 

Institut  Pasteur  situated  in  the  Rue  Dutot  in  the 
Vaugirard  quarter. 

Hopital  des  Infantes  Malades,  Rue  des  Sevres,  is 

also  in  this  direction. 

Hopital  de  1'Hotel  Dieu,  situated  in  the  Place  du 
Parvis  Notre  Dame  adjoining  the  Cathedral. 

Hopital  Tenon  is  situated  in  the  Rue  de  la  Chine 
in  the  manufacturing  quarter  of  Charonne  to 
the  east  of  Paris  beyond  the  cemetery  of 
Pere  Lachaise. 

Hopital  de  la  Pitie,  Rue  Lacepede,  near  the  Jardin 
des  PI  antes. 

Hopital  de  la  Charitie,  Rue  Jacob,  close  to  the 
Boulevard  t  St.  Germain  and  a  short  distance 
from  the  Ecole  de  Medecine. 

Hopital  Saint  Antoine  in  the  Faubourg  St.  Ant 01  ne 
a  little  to  the  east  of  the  Place  de  la  Bastille. 

Hopital  Necker,  Rue  de  Sevres,  situated  between 
the  Hotel  des  Invalides  and  the  Jardin  du 
Luxembourg  close  to  the  Hopital  Laennac. 

Hopital  Cochin,  Faubourg  St.  Jacques,  close  to  the 
Observatoire. 
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Hopital  Beaujon,  Faubourg  St.  Honore,  close  to 
the  Palais  de  V  Ely  see  and  the  British  Embassy. 

Hopital  Laennac,  Rue  de  Sevres.  Between  the 
Hotel  des  Inv  abides  and  the  Jar  din  du 
Luxembourg -  close  to  the  Hopital  Necker. 

Hopital  Bichat,  Boulevard  Ney,  situated  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  city  directly  north  of  the 
Gare  du  Nord.  The  Hopital  d'Aubervilliers 
is  close  at  hand. 

Hopital  Andral,  Rue  de  Toumelles,  on  the  north- 
east outskirts  of  the  city. 

Hopital  d'Aubervilliers,  Porte  d* Aubervilliers,  on  the 
northern  outskirts  of  the  city  near  the 
Hopital  Bichat. 

Hopital  Broussais,  Rue  Didot,  near  the  Cimetiere 

du  Mont  Parnasse  in  the  south  of  the  city. 

Hopital  Boucicaut,  Rue  de  la  Convention, 

Hopital  Saint-Louis,  Rue  Bichat,  near,  and  to  the 
north  of  the  Place  de  la  Republique. 

Maison-Ecole  d' Accouchement  and 

Maison  d' Accouchement,  Baudelocque 

Both  these  are  situated  in  the  Boulevard  de 
Port  Royal  close  the  Observatoire. 

Hospice  de  la  Salpetriere,  Boulevard  de  V Hopital 
close  to  the  Gare  d1  Orleans. 
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
